“But if we walk in the light, as he is 
in the light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleaneth us from all sin,” 1 John 
137. 


Webster says that justification is the 
act of acceptance of man to God, as 
justified by the (merits, excellence) 
Spirit of Jesus Christ. The Bible diction- 
ary says it is pardon and acceptance of 
the just through faith. 


Jesus said in John 8:12, “I am the 
light of the world.” John 12:35, “Walk 
while ye have the light.” We are justified 
as we walk in the light. A sinner cannot 
be justified in his sin because no sin will 
ever enter heaven; but when the light be- 
gins to shine on his path, if he will walk 
into the light by repenting and forsak- 
ing sin, he will be justified by faith. 
“Therefore being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ,” Rom. 5:1. If we have 
peace and we are a new creature in 
Christ, the Bible tells us that he that 1s 
born of God doth not commit sin. 1 
John 3:9. Rom. 3:28 says we are justi- 
fied by FAITH. Rom. 3:24 says we are 


justified freely by His GR ACE. 
Romans 5:9 says, “being justified 
Corinthians 6:11, 


by His blood.” 1 
“But ye are justified in the name of

the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our 
God” (or Holy Ghost). 


Some one may say, Preacher, how may 
we know if we are justified? Rom. 8:1, 
“There is therefore now no condemnation 
to them which are in Christ Jesus, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit.” If we are justified there is no 
condemnation. Paul said in Acts 24:16 to 
have a conscience void of offence toward 
God and man. If we are justified we 
won’t be getting offended at every lit- 
tle thing. A person justified is a happy 
one. 


The disciples came to Jesus at one time 
(seventy of them with joy) saying. 
“Lord, even the devils are subject unto 
us.” Jesus said, “Rejoice not, that the 
spirits are subject unto you; but rather 
rejoice because your names are written in 
heaven.” These men had been converted 
(or born again) and they were happy. 
Then in John 17:17 we find Jesus pray- 
ing for God to sanctify them, These men 
of God had to walk in the light to be jus- 
tified. They were sanctified between this 
time and the time they went into the up- 
per room. 


Heb. 2:11, “Both he that sanctifieth 
and they who are sanctified are all of 
ONE.” Sanctification is oneness. Acts 
2:1, “They were all with one accord in 
one place.” “Wherefore Jesus also, that 


he might sanctify the people with his own 
blood, suffered without the gate.” Heb. 
13:12. 


After the disciples were sanctified they 
still had to walk in the light. Jesus told 
them that He was going away, but He 
would not leave them comfortless, He 
would send the Comforter (Holy Ghost). 
He stopped everyone of His preachers 
and told them to go into Jerusalem and 
stay until they received the Holy Ghost. 
Luke 24:50. Acts 2:4 shows that they 
walked in the light. A preacher has no 
business trying to preach without this 
Teacher and without he is in good obedi- 
ence to those who have the rule over 
him. The first sermon Peter preached 
after he received the Holy Ghost, three 
thousand souls were added unto them. If 
you can’t win souls for Jesus GET THE 
HOLY GHOST. Then we hear Jesus say 
to Peter, “And upon this rock I will 
build my church.” We see them walking 
on in the light. We see Paul and Barnabas 
in Gal. 2:9 receiving the right hand of 
fellowship. 

Acts 20:28, “Take heed therefore un- 
to yourselves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath made you 
overseers, to feed the church of God, 
which he hath purchased with his own 
blood.” Then we still see them walking 
in the light.

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ENTERTAINMENT 


HAVE felt impressed for several 

months to write on this subject. I 
feel like God has put it on my heart and 
I am asking Him to guide me in every- 
thing I write. I hope every one will re- 
ceive it in the spirit in which I have writ- 
ten it. It is not my intention to say any- 
thing that would hurt or wound any one, 
but I realize that entertainments in the 
Church of God have hurt the cause of 
Christ and have been the cause of hurt- 
ing and wounding many of God’s people. 
I can’t feel that God is pleased with them 
in the house of God. Yes, I know many 
of our leaders recommend them, bur with 
all due respect to them, they are just hu- 
man beings and are subject to mistakes 
just like we are and I believe if they can 
just realize that entertainments have 
caused more trouble and hurt and 
wounded more of God’s children than any 
one thing, surely they will say, Away 
with such things. 

I don’t think any of God’s people 
would object or feel hurt by having a 
program of spiritual recitations and 
spiritual songs and music at Christmas 
time in honor of Jesus, and all of God’s 
children come together and worship and 
honor Him in spirit and in truth, but I 
don’t believe it is pleasing to God to 
stretch curtains across the rostrum and 
make a stage to act on, so making a play- 
house and showhouse out of the house 
of God. They will say, “We have plays 
taken from the Bible,” and they .will have 
a doli or little innocent baby they call 
Jesus and people they call Joseph and 
Mary and the wise man and the shep- 
herds. Many times they have sinners 
dressed up as angels and their hearts far 
from God and they make a mockery ot 
the precious Word of God. Many times 
they go out and hunt up members who 
seldom come to church and care nothing 
about helping to carry the burden of the 
church, while many of the faithful mem- 
bers who help to carry the load of ex- 
penses are ignored because they do ro: 
believe in having plays in the house of 
God, and making His house a show 
house, and at a time when all  shouid 
have peace and love some are hurt and 
wounded and that makes a cross in the 
church that it takes months to overcome. 
Jesus said preach the gospel. He did nox 
say anywhere in the Bible to play the 
gospel or act the gospel. He wants us to 
live it. 

Jesus said, “It is written, My house 
shall be called a house of prayer,” Matt. 
21:13. We criticize other churches for 
having ice cream suppers and pie suppers

to raise money for their church, while we 
are drifting right back into the same 
channel in which they are. O God, help 
us to see where we are drifting. 

Eighteen years ago this April, husband 
and I were added to the Church of God. 
We were saved in the Baptist church but 
left it to get into a spiritual church, and 
how God was blessing and pouring out 
His Spirit on His children! It was no 
trouble to take up an offering. People 
were on fire for God and they would 
give with a willing heart because they 
had their heart in God’s work and wanted 
to see others saved and the work of God 
move on. Nearly every time we had serv- 
ice God would pour out His Spirit and 
there was shouting and dancing in the 
Spirit, talking in tongues and praising 
God. Now we come together for service, 
have some testimonies, prayers, and songs, 
and a sermon. Once in a while God will 
bless some of His children, but where 1s 
the old-time power? The apostles had 
power to heal the sick, cast out devils, 
restore sight to the blind, cause the dumb 
to speak and the deaf to hear. I can’t 
imagine Peter, James, John, Paul, and 
those other disciples having an entertain- 
ment. They were too busy preaching the 
gospel and getting souls saved and the 
sick healed, to think of such things as 
that. 

Several years ago, when they began to 
have entertainments in the Church of 
God, we were so hurt for we love the 
Church and it has always hurt us to sec 
things that ought not be in the Church. 
One day when I was crying and praying 
to God, asking Him ro show me if it was 
right to have entertainments in the house 
of God, and if it was wrong I wanted 
Him to show me and let me know why 
He permitted His people to have them in 
His house. There on my knees He showed 
me how He had set rulers over His peop! 
Israel to guide and lead them, and how 
He talked to them through His prophet 
Samuel, and how the children of Israel 
wanted to be like other nations and how, 
He asked Samuel to give them a king. 
Read the eighth chapter of First Samuel. 
It displeased Samuel and displeased God 
and God told Samuel they had _ not re- 
jected him from ruling over them, they 
had rejected Him (God), but because 
they wanted a king God told them to 
anoint Saul as their king, after he had 
showed them how a king would bring 
their children into bondage and all the 
hardships they would have. And God 
showed me that as His people today want 
to have entertainments in the house of 


God, He permits them to go on and do 
those things, though it is not pleasing to 
Him. I have never doubted again but 
know that these things are not pleasing to 


God. 


I want to tell you of an incident that 
took place several years ago. There was a 
precious brother in the church who had 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost and was 
a Sunday School superintendent for sev- 
eral years. I have never seen a better Sun- 
day School superintendent nor any one 
who was more faithful. Many times he 
had to go without his breakfast to be at 
his post of duty on time as his wife was 
a holiness fighter. He did not believe in 
entertainments in the house of God, mak- 
ing a playhouse and a showhouse out of 
the house of God. He wanted to have a 
Program of spiritual recitations about Je- 
sus and spiritual songs and music at 
Christmas in honor of Jesus, but the pas- 
tor and some of the members rose up 
against him and sent for the state over- 
seer. The overseer dismissed him from be- 
ing superintendent and appointed a wom- 
an in his place. They went on and had 
their play and this precious brother back- 
slid and went down. If he is lost I be- 
lieve God will hold those responsible for 
his soul who caused him to go down. He 
had no encouragement in his home and 
said that those who should have loved 
him pushed him down and he was not 
strong enough to stand it. He was caused 
to backslide because of entertainments in 
the Church of God. 

Oh where is that divine love of God 
today? God help us, if we don’t have that 
love we will miss heaven. Jesus shed His 
precious blood for the Church of God 
and we know it is right, but if we don’t 
live up to the standard, God will set us 
aside and raise up a people who will. God’s 
people are becoming so formal and the 
Church is losing her power. You know it 
is so, and what has caused it is making a 
playhouse and showhouse out of the 
house of God and the world is creeping 
in in styles and pride and fashions, want- 
ing to look like other people. God’s peo- 
ple are a peculiar people. Oh, praise His 
name, I feel the good Holy Ghost thrill- 
ing my being just now. Every minister 
and every member of the Church of God 
who reads this, help me pray earnestly 
from now until our General Assembly 
that the Assembly will make a ruling 
against having entertainments with cur- 
tains and plays in the house of God, but 
recommend that for Christmas and East- 
er and other special days, they have only

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MY TRIP TO EUROPE 
By J. H. INGRaM 
IN CONTINENTAL EUROPE 


From Dover we sailed on one of the 
Belgian Line steamers for Ostend, cross- 
ing the southern tip of the North Sea in 
the record time of three hours. Landing 
in Belgium it was getting late, and the 
long twilight was setting in—there are 
only about four hours of real darkness 
during the summer months in this part 
of the world. Ostend was entered by the 
Germans in 1914. The port was used as 
a submarine base until the early part of 
1918, when the British blocked the hir- 
bor by sinking the warship “‘Vindictive”. 

The route followed by the train took 
us through, both east and west Flanders. 
This name has been immortalized in 
World War history, and to merely men- 
tion it should be enough to bring tears 
to one’s eyes. I had a compartment all to 
myself crossing Flanders fields to Brus- 
sels, so I had time to reflect upon the 
past..The farms looked so pretty with 
the cattle grazing about the peaceful 


meadows, grown over in places with red. 


poppies, reminders of ‘the blood spilled in 
the great war—which never really helped 
anyone, and brought suffering and death 
to millions. I was moved to bitter tears, 
and laid my hat on the table in front 
of me and began to pray and cry to God 
for the peace of the world. 

The next city of any importance was 
Bruges—the dream city ot Flanders. 
There is very little commercial or other 
activity in Bruges to-day, as compared 
with the middle ages when it was a cen- 
ter of learning and arts and was a com- 
mercial metropolis of northern Europe. 
There were docks and warehouses that at- 
tracted vessels and cargoes from the four 
corners of the world, entering the harbor 
from the North Sea via the Bruges-Zee- 
brugge Canal. Here is located the Chapel 
of the Holy Blood, the resting place of 
gold and silver reliquary, said to contain 
drops of the blood of Christ. 

Next was Ghent, a city of no mean im- 
portance in medieval days. It was here 
—in the Carthusian Convent—that the 
treaty of peace between Great Britain 
and the United States of America was 
signed in 1814. 

Then came Brussels, the capital, which 
is a fine modern city of nearly a million 
inhabitants, and is often referred to as 
the Belgian Paris. The minute I stepped 
out of the Gare du Nord, I was aware 
of the hustle and bustle, and the gaiety 
of this fast city, which seems to have 


forgotten God, and of how they were 
delivered from the horrors of the war'in 
1914-18. In the center of the city is one 
of the finest medieval squares in Europe. 
I don’t believe I have ever seen so many 
eating and drinking places crowded into 
such a small place—even the side walks 
were practically blocked in places. My 
train left at 1:00 A. M. and the crowds 
were still milling about. The broad road 
surely is crowded. 


THE GRAND DUCHY OF LUXEM- 
BURG 


About daylight we reached Luxemburg, 
the capital of the Grand Duchy _ bear- 
ing the same name. Luxemburg means 
“Little Fortress” and was strongly forti- 
fied at one time. Standing as it does, 
upon an immense rocky mass which falis 
away in sheer precipices on three sides, 
caused it to be regarded as the strongest 
fortress after Gibraltar. The history of 
the country was one long bloodshed until 
the treaty of London in 1867, upheld the 
rights of the House of Orange-Nassau, 
imposed the dismantling of her fortress, 
guaranteeing in return her neutrality and 
peace. With the loss of her military im- 
portance, Luxemburg is said to have in- 
creased her charms a hundredfold. The 
country is ruled over by the Grand 
Duchess Charlotte, second daughter of 
William IV of Nassau and Marie Anne 
of Braganza, The Grand Duchess Char- 
lotte’s fairy kingdom is referred to as 
“The Rambler’s Paradise”, and I for onc, 
only wished I could have rambled about 
a little and told them more about the 
story of Jesus, and His soon coming to 
set up “The Kingdom.” 

THROUGH FRANCE 


Our next stop was at Metz the forti- 
fied capital-city of Lorraine, a former 
duchy and later a department of East 
France, ceded to Germany in 1870, but 
restored to France in 1919. Metz was 
shelled by the United States troops in 
September, 1918. 

Strasbourg, a fortified cathedral city, 
was our next and last stop in France. 
Strasbourg is the capital df Bas-Rhin, 
formerly Alsace-Lorraine, which suffered 
the same fate as Metz in 1870, but re- 
stored at the close of the World War. 

IN GERMANY 

Leaving Strasbourg, we crossed the 
Rhine river into Germany, making a 
short stop in the city of Kehl. From there 
we followed the Rhine river for severai 
miles, going down stream, with the prer- 
ty valley to our left and the world-fam- 
ous “Black Forest” in the hill country 
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and the mountains to our right. This for- 
est is rightly named for rhe foliage of the 
pines, etc., appeared to be black, in con- 
trast with other green things. We passed 
the railway station of Baden Baden, a 
famous health resort, in the old German 
Republic of Baden, through which we 
were passing. It was the time of the first 
ripe strawberries, and the people were 
busy picking them and making hay. 
Mostly women worked in the hay, some 
very old ladies were seen turning it with 
forks, so it would cure evenly in the 
sun. After passing Karlsruhe the _ rail- 
way left the Rhine Valley and entered 
the hill country, passing to the north ot 
the Black Forest. We now enter the state 
of Wurtenberg and soon arrived at the 
union depot in Stuttgart, where I was 
met by our missionary, Brother Herman 
Lauster. Stuttgart is a city of some 250,- 
000 inhabitants, according to the re- 
ports, and was capital of the ancient 
Kingdom of Wurtenberg. The only thing 
left to remind one of the old days, is the 
King’s Palace, and the tombs of the 
kings. 

This parr of the country lies along the 
Neckar river and there is a strange mix- 
ture of ancient and modern things and 
customs. This is a fruit growing center, 
and produces an abundance of apples, 
pears, peaches, cherries, grapes, etc. 
Grapes, being the principal fruit crop, are 
grown on the steep hillsides, while the 
valleys below are left for other crops. 
The hills are very rocky in places and the 
stones are formed into a retaining wall at 
the foot of the hill, with other smaller 
walls forming terraces around the. hill- 
side to keep the land from washing away. 
The farm land is divided into small plots, 
in most cases, and the farmers live in 
town and go back and forth to their 
fields to work, some living several miles 
away. In the farm-towns they enjoy most 
every convenience known to city dwel- 
lers; the houses are made of stone with 
space on the ground floor for the ani- 
mals and living quarters for the families 
in the upper stories. Cows are mostly 
used as draft animals, drawing plows and 
pulling wagons, as they serve a three-fold 
purpose; namely, calving, producing 
milk, and pulling farm machinery. Of 
course, cows are killed for beef also, if 
the occasion demands, but they usually 
escape the butcher’s knife a little longer 
than do the steers. The people in the 
farming communities bring their grapes 
ard apples to the winery in town, where 
they are made into wine and cider on the 
shares. Afterward, each farmer takes his 
share and sells it outright, or stores it up 
for future sale. They have big wine cel- 
lars with glass-lined ‘alluminum tanks or 
barrels, holding a thousand to fifteen- 
hundred gallons. The sweet wines and

cidars are placed in these storage tanks 
under air pressure, and are kept fresh 
from season to season, without fermenta- 
tion. 

Some of these towns have high stone 
walls around them, and are entered 
through the archway beneath an old tow- 
er or castle. We passed through two of 
these ancient cities. 

Germany is not oniy a vast museum, a 
living history book, the world’s greatest 
choir of song and instruments, as it is 
also a country where comfort and good 
fare are respected. An abundance of good 
wholesome food and fresh, pure, icy-cold, 
well or spring water, served from tables 
dressed in white linen, and a soft, clean 
bed at night, may be taken for granted. 
It is a country where good manners, in 
high and low, rise from genuine cordiai- 
ity, and you need not buy courtesy, 
speaking as one who has learned through 
personal contact with these wonderful 
people. You may go from a world-famous 
hotel to a medieval roadside inn, from 
a brilliant watering-place to a tiny vil- 
lage, and always find yourself an honored 
guest. Coming, as a wanderer at evening, 
to some mountain-inn tucked away in the 
heart of the Black Forest, your dusty 
shoes and a smile will bring you good 
fare, and the motherly attention of the 
kindly landlady. 

The cultured classes say one’s first visit 
to Germany is a duty, a pilgrimage to be 
made by every man and woman to whom 
the arts, music, legend and history are 
part of a liberal education. Before one 
realizes it, he is a captive in the most cap- 
tivating country; no stranger but a 
friend. 

When I came to Germany I was so 
tired and worried with my journey, I 
felt as though I had reached the end of 
myself—physically speaking—but at the 
end of the ninth day, I have a different 
story to tell. I felt that I needed a new 
suit of clothes, and wished that I might 
be able to purchase one while in England. 
Enough money—and more—was_ given 
me to have bought it while there, but 
since my fare is paid in advance, I felz 
like I should turn the cash into the work- 
ers’ fund to help our native preachers. I 
also wanted one of the high-powered Ger- 
man cameras to bring along, to use in tak- 
ing pictures of the different people in the 
various countries, yet I said nothing to 
any one. Well, to make a long story 
short, my German friends have provided 
me with a suit costing nearly double the 
amount of the one I figured on buying in 
England, and a camera—just the size and 
make I wanted—complete with leather 
carrying case. They donated the use of a 
new car and would not let me even pay 
for the gas—and it is high here in Ger- 
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many, costing about 62 cents in Ameri- 
can money—$1.60 Reichsmarks. They al- 
so had my old clothes cleaned, pressed 
and repaired, and my laundry done up. 
And talk about the table service! Say! 
I have never had quite so much rich, 
wholesome food set before me! They just 
forced me to eat almost and I was afraid 
to offend them by not accepting it. Usu- 
ally we pray for the Lord to make the 
food strengthening to us, but I prayed 
for God to not let it hurt me eating so 
much, They said I was too skinny, and 
they wanted to feed me up good before 
I started on my trip to the Far East, as 
the food may not be so good in the 
Oriental countries, so they sure have been 
“stuffing me.”? One thing I relished was 
the strawberries and pure cream, and 
shortcake, served three times a day. And 
talk about your good beds! They have 
soft mattresses, with big goose feather pil- 
lows a yard square, and the beds are cov- 
ered with feather-filled comforters near- 
ly a foot thick, that is in winter. There 
are cotton-filled comforters and blank- 
ets for use in warmer weather. The sheet 
and pillow covers are hand embroidered 
in most cases, and are always fitted with 
button holes, since they are buttoned on- 
to the pillows and bed covers. There is 
about two feet of the sheet turned down 
at the head of the bed and buttoned in 
place to protect the heavy covers that can 
be washed so easily. The people here 
sleep in single beds, which may be fitted 
together forming one large bed, in the 
case of married couples or others who de- 
sire to sleep near each other; yet every 
fellow sleeps under his own cover and 
warms his own bed, so to speak. When the 
weather permits, you may see these big 
feather pillows and beds hanging from 
the upper story windows—most all 
houses have lower and upper floors, 
though they may not have domestic ani- 
mals to share the space, A girl anticipar- 
ing marriage, has to provide bed linens, 
etc., showing her skill with a needle. The 
natives here in South Germany are a fine 
looking lot of people, as a general rule. 
There is not so much of the hair-bobbing 
going on among the women here as in 
other parts, and I have my first time to 
see one of them smoking. There is also 
very little pain and make-up used by the 
fair sex, as the fresh air and sunshine 
bring color to their faces and they do not 
need it. Girls with painted faces are not 
very popular with the young men in this 
country, who prefer to have them the 
way they were made in the beginning. 


Now I have taken a lot of time and 
space dealing with the manners and cus- 
toms of these people, but we are opening 
up the Church of God work among them 
and want to show our interest in their 
everyday life, for in so doing it opens up 
the way, very often, for the preaching of 
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the Word. I am getting out another mis- 
sionary-travel book very soon, D. V., and 
can use these manuscripts to a good ad- 
vantage. Newspaper and magazine pub- 
lishers and tourist bureaus, send men all 
over the world and pay them big salaries, 
for collecting pictures and writing up 
the manners and customs of the people 
and describing the scenic beauties of the 
country itself. So since I am employed by 
the Church, I feel that the Evangel and 
our other publications have a first claim 
on the use of my writings, whenever 
they can be employed to a good advan- 
tage. However, I grant our Editor and 
Publisher the right to condense them in 
conforming to a proper allowance of 
space—considering other writers. 


In regard to the Church of God m 
Germany, I wish to say Brother Lauster 
is doing a good work here, considering 
the conditions under which he has to 
work. We have been in meetings every 
night since I came and God is blessing. 
Several have been saved since the work 
was opened here and some are seeking for 
the Holy Ghost baptism. Among those 
who are attending, are leaders from other 
groups, and some well-to-do families, in- 
cluding their heads—mostly relatives of 
Brother Lauster. One brother owns a large 
stone and stucco apartment building five 
stories high and containing about thirty 
rooms. In addition to this he has landed 
property and a large bakery and sweet- 
shop, and has offered us land to build a 
church on, a prominent corner lot. We 
have baptized nine in water since I came 
and we have three more waiting to fol- 
low in this ordinance, and hope to set a 
church in order as soon as we get recog- 
nition from the German government. 
Pray! Pray! Pray! and watch for my 
next article to be written from Italy. 
Something special coming! but nothing 
to shout about!

Dear Brother James said, “Is any sick 
among you? let him call for the elders 
of the church.” (The Bible didn’t say 
call for a doctor.) When Doctor Luke 
began to walk in the light, thank God, 
he began preaching “divine _ healing.” 
Then we still see them walking in the 
light. Paul in 1 Cor. 16:2 said, “Upon 
the first day of the week let everyone 
of you lay by him in store, as God hath 
prospered him.” In other words Paul 
said, Put back your tithes. Jesus, when 
talking to some Pharisees about thew 
tithes, said, You ought to have done that 
(or paid tithes) but not leave the othe:

Some one may ask, When is our JUS- 
TIFICATION COMPLETED? Rom. 8:

Matt. 12:37, “For by thy words thou 
shalt be justified.” Matt. 12:34, “Out of 
the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh.” I don’t know where you stand 
along this line. You are justified as you 
walk in the light. A man or woman that 
is walking after the Spirit is kind, gentle, 
loving, obedient, longsuffering: But onc 
who gets out from under the cleansing 
blood is worse than a balking horse. If 
we fail to walk in the light, what light 
we have will turn to darkness.
